CHRISTMAS CARDS AT THE ADVOCATE 


Regular Monthly Meeting Held Mon¬ 
day Night 


The regular meeting of the council 
was held at the municipal office on 
Monday night, and was attended by 
Mayor Butchart and vCohncillers 
Stack, Dewie, Leverington, Spooner 
and Wolfe. 

The minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were confirmed, a number of bills 
presented and considered, and general 
routine given attention. 

W. H. Scott, secretai y-treasurer of 
the hockey club, presented a statement 
of finances and operation of the club 
for last season, this being required in 
connection with the arrangement in 
regard to the use of the municipal 
rink. A small cash surplus was shown 
and there are no liabilities. 

Councillors Leverington, Stack and 
Dewie were appointed a committee for 
the management of the rink . this 
season. 

Council, which has now acquired 
ownership of the curTing rink, agreed 
with representatives qf the curflng 
club for the rental of the rink to the 
club for the year at $350.00, the club 
responsible for the light, heat 
and any other of their requirements. 
Council undertook to make provision 
for more ventilation and some minor 
alterations. 

Representatives of the curling club., 
discussed with the council the matter 
of the re-payment of money advanced 
for the oenstruction of the curling 
l'ink. The rink, whicli was financed 
by the contribution of citizens, has 
since been acquired by the town, pay¬ 
ments of a certain amount to be made 
yearly, and it is the distribution of the 
amount of this yearly payment to the 
original investors that is to be arrang¬ 
ed, and for the purpose Mr. Stack will 
represent the council in negotiating 
with the curlers a method of repay¬ 
ment. 

Council discussed at some length 
and in a general way many subjects 
of municipal importance, out of 
which may later come some definite 
action.

The annual - meeting of the Vulcan 
Curling Club was held at the munici¬ 
pal office on Friday night. President 
Collier was in the chair, Mr. C. H. 
McMillan was secretary-treasurer pro¬ 
tein, and the attendance was perhaps 
the largest in the history of the club. 

The minutes of the last meeting, 
held on December 6th, 1923, were read 
and approved, and the financial state¬ 
ment for 1923-24, and a statement of 
the building fund account, were pre¬ 
sented and adopted. 

The following officers were elected 
F.M. Anderson, president; Dr. G, M. 
Carson, vice-president; C. H. McMil¬ 
lan, secretary-treasurer; A. J. Flood, 
W.D. Allan, F. J. Stewart, W. H. Jur- 
l'.ey and F. C. Keiver, executive com¬ 
mittee; E. King, H. P. Barker and H. 
Jurncy, ice committee; A. J. Flood and 
F. J. Stewart, draw committee. 

A motion that a vote of thanks he 
extended to the retiring officers and 
a letter be sent to Mr. F. Galliker, re¬ 
tiring secretary-treasurer, expressing 
the appreciation of the club for his 
services rendered, was unanimously 
carried. 

Messrs. T. B. LeBow, O. A. Craig 
and A. G. Spooner were appointed to 
meet the town council in reference to 
the financial and business arrange¬ 
ments affecting both; and the execu¬ 
tive was instructed also to interview 
the council for the purpose of having 
ventilators placed in the rink and at : 
tention given to any alterations re¬ 
quired. 

The membership fee for 1921-25 
was fixed at $12, with the understand¬ 
ing that in case of necessity the mem¬ 
bers will he assessed to make up any 
f hortage-. Complinrentary member¬ 
ships were tendered the secretary- 
treasurer and resident clergymen. 

It was decided that xrtd members 
who own their own rocks and left 
them out for common use, be refunded 
previous season. The executive com¬ 
mittee was authorized to secure 
enough rocks to carry on, the action 
following a lengthy discussion as to 
whether the rocks belonging to for¬ 
mer charter members be turned over 
to the existing club or not. 

In the case of spares in local games 
it was decided that in the event of ne¬ 
cessity, two men equal rank or less 
be allowed and the players on the rink 
he advanced. In cup games, it was 
decided that the team which wins 
cup shall have the first right to de¬ 
fend it against visitors, but if they 
do not wish to defend it, the executive 
shall appoint two skips to do so; if 
the original rinks be successful the ex¬ 
ecutive shall appoint two other skips 
to defend the cup again. 

A letter from the president of the 
Little Bow Curling Association, dated 
October 30th, 1924, ,was read. This 
letter discussed the advisability of 
continuing the Little Bow association, 
inasmuch as it involved two bonspiels 
on the Aldersydc line and the conse¬ 
quent double levy of fees to meet the 
expenses. A motion, favoring the con 
tinuance of the Little Bow association, 
was passed. President Anderson was 
appointed official delegate to the Lit¬ 
tle Bow Curling Association. 

It was decided that Vulcan club 
should apply for membership in the 
Foothills Curling Association, and that 
Mr. Hunt, of High River, be notified 
to this effect. Mr. A. G. Spooner was 
selected as the club representative in 
this association. 

Messrs. A. G. Spooner, William 
Watt and F. C. Keiver were appoint¬ 
ed as a bonspiel committee, and re¬ 
commended fo employ a special the 
services of a special bonspiel secretary 
who would be paid. 

The secretary was empowered to op¬ 
erate the club bank account and to 
sign cheques on behalf of the club.

ECONOMY NECESSARY 


Canada has not reduced its control- 
able expenditures since the war. For 
instance, the cost of management at 
Ottawa la^t year $1,086,555 as com¬ 
pared with $509,937 in 1914; the cost 
of civil government last yeaar was 
$11,000,000 as compared with $5,800,- 
000 in 1914; the department of agri¬ 
culture under Mr. Motherwell spent 
$7,000,000 last year against $2,673,000 
in 1914; Customs.and Excise depart¬ 
ment cost $7,100,000 last year and 
only $4,900,000 before the war; the 
Post Office spent $29,612,000 last year 
while it cost only $12,046,000 in 1914. 
The department of Colonization show¬ 
ed a decrease of 67 per cent in work 
done last year, but an increase of 94 
per cent of expenditure. British civil 
service in 1923 was brought down to 
within 10 per cent higher than the 
pre-war total, and in many of the de¬ 
partments less work is being done 
now than then. The Federal govern¬ 
ment should reduce considerable ex¬ 
penditures by many millions and as¬ 
sist our tax-ridden citizens to get 
away from the heavy burdens con¬ 
fronting them. The question is will 
the present government put into force 
a policy of economy during their reign. 
Let us hope they will. 


WHEAT INSPECTION 


If the Western Grain Route is to 
escape damage from the serious com- 
' plaints that are being made all over 
Alberta in regard to the lowering of 
grades of wheat coming to this port, 
machinery for the inspection of wheat 
must be established in Vancouver

authenticated. Two samples havfe been 
wtihout delay, says the Vancouver 
has been sent to Calgary with the 
statement that the car would go to 
Vancouver. The other sample went 
to Winnipeg with the statement that 
the car was going to Fort William. 
On almost all the numerous occasions 
upon which fafmers throughout the 
Peace River and Alberta have made 
this test, the apparently westbound 
grain has received one grade lower 
than the eastbound. The difference in 
price represented by that one grade of 
wheat means four or five cents to the 
farmer, which, in turn, may mean all 
the difference between farming at a 
profit and farming at 3 loss. These 
statements would seem incredible were 
they not verified by dozens of farmers, 
who, by various means, have proved 
conclusively that there is a deliberate 
lowering of grades on wheat shipped 
over the Western Route as compared 
with wheat moving east via Fort Wil¬ 
liam. This information has been 
broadcast all over Peace River and Al¬ 
berta and is doing untold injury to the 
Western Route. The only possible re¬ 
medy for it is to establish an Inspec¬ 
tion Division and Survey Board at 
Vancouver. And. in the interests of 
the agricultural industry of the Do¬ 
minion, no time should be lost in hav¬ 
ing this done. 


Harvest hands and transient tour¬ 
ists have figured largely in the courts 
in Alberta the past month. An in¬ 
spection made by authority shows that 
80 per cent of the persons arrested for 
drunkenness were transients. Cannen 
heat squeezed into beer and other con¬ 
coctions which give a “kick” are said 
to be more responsible for the increase 
in drunkenness than genuine hard li¬ 
quor. It is said these men enter beer 
parlors, order several glasses of beer 
and drop the mixture in the glass 
which intoxicates them very quickly. 
Meanwhile the hotelkeepers are doing 
their utmost -to prevent infractions 
and we have reason to believe when 
the transients return to Ontario and 
across the line there will be very little 
drunkenness noticeable in Alberta. 


TARIFF ON OUR WHEAT 


Two years ago the United States 
tariff against Canadian wheat was 35 
cents a bushel and Canada shipped to 
the States that year 16,500,000 bushels 
at a value of $19,665,028. In the year 
ending last September, the United j 
States duty against Canadian wheat i 
was 42 cents a bushel. In that twelve 
months Canada shipped 21,000,000 
bushels of wheat to the States at a 
value of $20,107,298. The point of in¬ 
terest to Western Canadians in this 
Lit of information lies not so much in 
the fact that we got more money out 
of the Americans last year for our 
wheat than we did two years ago, but 
rather that the record shows our negh- 
bors, no matter what duty they place 
against it, must have our wheat. Also 
that they must have it in increasing 
quantities, year by year, from this 
time on.—John Woodell in Alberta 
Farmer. 


HOMEWORK 


For some weeks, Winnipeg dailies 
have been giving prominence to a ra¬ 
ther interesting discussion on the 
question of homework for school chil¬ 
dren. Many plausable arguments have 
been advanced by all sorts of special¬ 
ists and, no doubt, something will be 
done. It is remarkable that so few 
have come forward in defense of the 
time-honored custom, which until just 
lately seemed to be basking in the 
peaceful sunshine of universal approv¬ 
al. Suddenly someone made the horri¬ 
ble discovery that “homework is a dire 
degrading, damnable drudgery”; and 
there, behold! a dozen others "bob up 
serenely” to tell the startled world 
that they have held indentically the 
same opinion for years, but heroically 
suffered on in silence, rather than 
cause a scandal by revealing the awful 
conditions produced in our schools by 
the terrible plague of homework. . If 
all the fearful things recently said 
against homework are really true, 
then why in the name of common’ 
sense didn’t someone make the discov 
ery sooner? The opinions of persons 
who rush headlong from one extreme 
to the other are not as a rule worth 
\ery much. Conversions as sudden as 
that of Saul of Tarsus do not occur 
every day. No doubt there are abuses 
in connection with the custom of giv¬ 
ing children school tasks to be done at 
home; but, if we are ever going to 
learn anything from experience, our 
eyes should be now sufficiently open 
to see the utter folly of trying to abol¬ 
ish every good thing that happens to 
be abused. If the practise of giving 
homework has been abused, such abus¬ 
es can be remedied without resorting 
to such extreme measures as the boul- 
eversment of our whole school routine. 
Very few children ever suffer any 
serious loss on account of too much 
work and too little play; but many 
suffer, not only serious, but positively 
irreparable loss, through too little 
work and too much play. Idleness is, 
in proportion, just as baneful ^child¬ 
ren as to grown-ups. The old saying 
is every bit as true in the reversed 
form: “All play and no work made 
Jack a dull boy.” In fact too much 
play easily degenerates into habits of 
loafing and idleness, which make of 
Jack not only a dull boy, but a stupid, 
listless, good-for-nothing boy, without 
a chance in the world of developing in¬ 
to anything better than a miserable 
failure. Success is won by character; 
and character is formed by work—not 
by following the path of least resist¬ 
ance. Teachers should at least have 
common sense and ordinary tact. And 
no teacher so qualified will impose 
more than a reasonable amount of 
homework.-—Nor’ West Review 


There does not appear to be an ef¬ 
fort made at Ottawa to clip the wings 
of the Railway Cohimision for its de¬ 
struction of the Crow’s Nest Act, an 
act of parliament that has been in ex¬ 
istence for more than twenty years. 


Unique legislation will be discussed 
at the following session of the federal 
parliament. Miss McPhail, the woman 
member, w-ants a peace bureau estab¬ 
lish to promote international good will 
she also wants penitentiary convicts 
to be paid for their work apart from 
cost of their keep, the money to go to 
dependents.. Wm. Good, of Brant, kas 
a bill to amend the criminal code to 
prevent gambling at race tracks. G. 
G. Coote, of Macleod riding, will re¬ 
vive the demand for a central reserve 
bank and also call for cutting down 
the duty /on automobiles and trucks. 
Senate reforming abolition of Moun¬ 
tain differential in freight rates will 
be advocated as well as the completion 
of the Hudson’s Bay Railway, and a 
conference to negotiate a sort of free 
trade with the world at large. 


The champion speller of New York 
State, a little girl from New Rochelle, 
misspelled only one word in the five 
hundred that were put to her at the 
annual spelling bee held last month at 
the state fair. The word she missed 
was “emanate,” a mean little word 
with an elusive vowel in it, but for 
other spellers some other word—se¬ 
parate, parallel, invisible, discern or 
what not—may be the pitfall in their 
path. The trouble with poor spellers 
is that they go round the pitfalls when 
they come up>on them instead of going 
to the dictionary f<y a shovelful of 
information with which to fill them. 


Appointment of a commission to 
make investigation of the coal mining 
industry in Alberta, in acoordanerrftl 
with the decision made at last session* 
of the legislature, is announced by the 
provincial government. The members 
of the commission are: H.M.E. Evans, 
Fdmonton, chairman; R. G. Drinnan, 
Edmonton and Frank Wheatley, Blair- 
more. 


Europeans generally are looking to 
Canada and there are great possibili¬ 
ties for wide-spread immigration of 
good class settlers in the pjear future, 
stated W.G.M. Shepherd, manufactu¬ 
rers’ agent of Montreal, who is on a 
tour of the west after an extensive 
visit in the old country. Mr. Shepherd 
is strongly in favor of community 
settlements.

Butterfat—Country point creamer¬ 
ies report some reduction in receipts 
and more pronounced at centrals; Al¬ 
berta prices unchanged. Saskatchewan 
prices how on basis of 32c centrals. 
Manitoba no wthought to be in line 
with other western provinces on basis 
■of 32c, specials. Creamery butter— 
Montreal and Vancouver markets low¬ 
er, but Alberta situation fairly satis¬ 
factory and prices here may hold, 
though somewhat uncertain. Dairy 
butter—Very little stock finding its 
way to central markets; most of it 
sold at country points. 

Poultry—Any turkeys that Weigh 
over 10 pounds that are intended for 
Thanksgiving market should be ship¬ 
ped at once, worth 15@16c; old 
roosters 6c; Edmonton quoting chic¬ 
kens 12(3)15c. Eggs—-Calgary buying 
basis of 38c for extras, 33c for No. 1, 
23c for No. 2. Edmonton quotes 40c 
for extras, 35c for No. 1 and 25c for 
No. 2. Receipts very light. 

Potatoes'—Growers in Calgary dist¬ 
rict holding firm at $23 for deliveries 
of A grade, and other stock down to 
$18. Business so far rather light. 

Hay trade quiet at all .Alberta 
points and not much movement of 
anything except some alfalfa and ti¬ 
mothy. 

Hide marketunchanged, but tanners 
not showing much inclination to buy 
present prices. 

Fur traders looking forward to 
opening of season, but so far nothing 
very definite to indicate price changes. 


CROP REPORT 


The three weeks of excellent thresh¬ 
ing weather which has prevailed 
throughout Alberta was brought to a 
termination on October 30 by a heavy 
fall of wet snow which was genera! 
over practically the whole province. 
While threshing of wheat is practical¬ 
ly cleaned up save for a few isolated 
places ) there is still considerable quan¬ 
tities of oats and other late grains 
in stook, which will suffer as a result 
of the storm, and threshing of this 
grain will be postponed for two or 
three weeks. Under date of this re¬ 
port the snow is still upon the ground 
and the weather fairly cold. There 
is very little frost in the ground as 
yet, and the soil will benefit to a cer¬ 
tain extent from storage of moisture 
as a result of the snow, which was 
proceeded in most districts by rain. As 
leturns of threshing begin to arrive at 
the department there is ample sub¬ 
stantiation for the previous state¬ 
ments that a large area of the prov¬ 
ince will display very low yeilds of 
wheat and other grains. These will 
be offset to a certain extent by very 
good yields in the more favored dis¬ 
tricts, particularly in the south-west-" 
ern districts, where quite heavy yeilds 
are being reported. The average over 
the province for all grains, however, 
will be considerably below the avenge 
of last year. The grade of all grains 
tends to be low due to frost and to 
second growth, resulting in the mar¬ 
ket of green and touch grain. Consid¬ 
erable complaint has been made of the 
grading on this account. Practically 
no fall plowing has been done in the 
province, due to delays in threshing 
operations. Over the greater part of 
the province the supply of feed for 
winter months is satisfactory .although 
there is a reported shortage in the 
south-eastern districts. Livestock 
generally is in good condition, and 
since large numbers are being market¬ 
ed, there should be no difficulty about 
feed during the coming winter. In 
the irrigated districts there is a large 
surplus of alfalfa hay of excellent 
quality. Considerable alfalfa seqd has 
also been produced. Steady and con¬ 
sistent progress is recorded in the 
dairy industry, amUhere will be more 
than a 20 per oent. increase in pro- 
cuctlon this year. A very large in¬ 
crease is also recorded in the amount 
of surplus butter for export.

R. T. Sheane who is farming the 
Couey farm near Cayley threshed an 
average of 47 bushels of wheat per 
acre on 32 acres of sod, and an ave¬ 
rage of 42 bushels of wheat on 65 
acres summerfallow. He threshed a 
total of 6000 bushels off of 180 acres, 
eighty acres of that being on spring 
plowed land. 

Experiments will be conducted this 
fall on a machine which has just been 
perfected in Alberta and which, if 
found successful, will result in freeing 
the entire province from weeds. It 
will also, if successful, have the effect 
of freeing for use in stock feeding the 
screenings which now under provinci¬ 
al and dominion legislation can only 
under the most stringent of legula- 
tions be used for this purpose, accord¬ 
ing to the provincial minister of agri¬ 
culture. 

The good weather of the past two 
weeks has given a new impetus to 
threshing throughout the west, and 
men have been in great demand to 
make up gangs so that as much as 
possible of the crop will be threshed 
| while the weather holds., Although 
eastern harvests, a couple of weeks 
ago, were returning at the rate of 
.00 a day, the balance are taking ad¬ 
vantage of the extension of tickets to 
November 30 to remain in the west 
as long as possible.

their training. The young men are of 
the finest type possible to select from 
the many applications received, and 
they average in age about 22 years. 
They will receive their practical train¬ 
ing at the school of agriculture at Ver¬ 
milion, which is 150 miles east of Ed¬ 
monton on the Canadian National 
Railway. The instructor in charge 
will be W. J. Elliott. Another party 
is expected to arrive before Christmas.

The mines, forests, fields, fisheries, 
orchards and factories have given 
Canada a favorable balance of trade 
of nearly’ $240,000,000 for the lust 
twelve months. Currency is at par, 
there is less unemployment than in 
(he United States. 

According to the Citizen’s Research 
Institute of Canada, gross total pro¬ 
vincial expenditures per capita, in the 
last fiscal years, are: B.C., $34.81; 
Alta. $18.62; Sask., $13.31; Man., $12.- 
91; Out., $11.03; Quo., $6.78; N.B., 
$8.48; N.S., $8.26; P.E., $8.42; Gov¬ 
ernment subsides reduce, , these 
amounts slightly. 

Canadians to the number of 27,486 
returned to Canada from the United 
States during the first half of the pre¬ 
sent fiscal year, according to immigra¬ 
tion department figures. Of this num¬ 
ber, 23,141 were Canadian born citi¬ 
zens, 2,632 were British subjects who 
had acquired domicile in Canada and 
later moved to the United States, and 
1,713 were naturalized Canadian citi¬ 
zens.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


A total of 4400 threshing rigs have 
been registerel with the department 
of agriculture to date in comparison 
with 4700 at the same time last year. 

Frank Keaving, was elected by ac¬ 
clamation as councillor for Division 
No. 3 of the Municipal district of Ri¬ 
ley, to succeed D. Halliday, who re¬ 
signed and is now living at the coast. 

W. T. Henry, Liberal candidate was 
successful in the recent Edmonton 
election over Mr. Ewing, Conservative 
and Bartholomew, Labor. The major¬ 
ity was only 24. Mr. Ewing has or¬ 
dered a recount. 

G. G. Coote, M.P., declined the of¬ 
fer last week of an appointment on the 
grain standards board .made by the 
grain commission. Being a member 
of parliament he was oblidged to re¬ 
fuse as he could not hold both posi¬ 
tions at the same time. 

Threshing returns from nine farm¬ 
ers in the vicinity of Fort Vermilion 
on the Peace River, 400 miles north 
of Edmonton, received at the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, shows an average 
yield of wheat for the past season 
among these nine farmers of 20 bushel 
an acre. Wheat has been grown at 
this far northern Alberta point for 20 
years. 

Alberta will be represented at Tor¬ 
onto and Chicago livestock shows this 
winter by some orf the best stock in 
the west. Selection of animals for 
these exhibits have been made by the 
committee appointed by the govern¬ 
ment for that purpose, and the follow¬ 
ing breeders in the province will be 
represented, no more entries being 
now taken; E.P. Ranch and W. C. 
Short will exhibit Shorthorns; Frank 
CoHicut, Crosfield and Boggs of Days- 
land willl exhibit Herefords; S. Hen¬ 
derson and the Lacombe Experimental 
Farm will send shires and a Clyde filly 
Weaver Bros. Lloydminster will send 
Cldydes; and W. Urquarhart of Cross¬ 
field will send a Belgian mare. ^ 

Calvin Coolidge, the now president 
of the United States was re-elected by 
an overwhelming majority on Tues¬ 
day, NovembekAth. Out of 631 mem¬ 
bers of the electoral college, Coolidge 
and Dawes have so far received 370, 
Davis and Bryan 136, LaFolette and 
Wheeler 13. Necessary for a choice, 
266. It is expected when complete re¬ 
turns are in that the republican nomi¬ 
nees will have over 400 members of 
the electoral college. The result is 
certainly a decided expression of the 


At the present time there are many 
big gasplanes operating in the U.S., 
but piarty leaders complain that they 
are not dirigibles. 

Indian farmers on the Blood Re 
serve, in Alberta, working more than 
6,000 acres of land, have raised wheat 
crops averaging more than 30 bushe 
to the acre this season. 

Boys and Girls of the Lethbridge 
and district calf feeding club will put 
35 calves on special feeding starting 
November 15, following inspection of 
the calves. This club has made con 
siderable progress. 

One of the largest round-ups of re¬ 
cent years was held in Alberta in June 
of 1924, when the ten thousand ani- 
mals were gathered from the last opep 
range area in that province, when they 
were branded. 

In a cable received at Ottawa from 
Rome recently, the international in¬ 
stitute of agriculture forecasts the ex¬ 
portable surplus of wheat of the ex¬ 
porting countries for the grain year 
1924-25 as follows: Canada, 204,000- 
000 bushels; United States, 244,000,000 
bushels; India, 38,600,000 bushels; Ar¬ 
gentine and Australia, 310,000 bushels. 

The value of all forests products 
in British Columbia during 1923 
amounted .to $86,674,000, a consider¬ 
able increase over the previous year 
when the total was $59,477,000, ac¬ 
cording to a bulletin issued by the 
provincial department of forests and 
lands. The biggest increase in value 
of production was recorded by lumber 
which rose from $26,400,000 in 1922 to 
$47,600,000 in 1923. i 

Peter Veregin, the Doukhobor leader 
who was killed last week in an explos¬ 
ion on the Kettle-Valley railway, was 
buried with fitting honor^ at Grand 
Forks, B.C. It is said that Veregins 
son, who is now in Russia, will come 
to Canada to asume leadership of the 
Doukhobor settlement. It has been de¬ 
termined that the wrecking of the 
train was due to human agencies, the 
object being to kill the Russian leader. 

The Duchess of York shares with 
the Queen of England a love of homely 
womanly things. She has little en¬ 
thusiasm for bridge but enjoys lawn 
tennis and a round of golf. She dis¬ 
likes smoking and most of the silly 
habits of those who call themselves 
“modern” women. Yet she is a mod¬ 
ern being very ready to learn to adopt 
such new modes as are consistent with 
her ideals and with her conception of 
the feminine part in life. 

With the Japanese and Chinese be¬ 
coming keener than ever on wheat 
bread in place of the o'ne-time staple 
diet of rice, Spillers, Limited, of Lon¬ 
don, England, expects to establish a 
large trade with the orient, according 
to a director of the company in Win¬ 
nipeg. It was explained that the grain 
would be shipped from the Calgary 
mill which should be in operation by 
next spring whilst the elevator at 
Vancouver will be used for storage of 
grain for shipment to Great Britain 
via the Panama Canal as well as for 
shipment to the Orient. . 

A carload of stock made up of two 
Percheron horses, and Shorthorn cat¬ 
tle, including the famous bull, King 
of the Fairies, will leave the Prince 
of Wales ranch on Friday night with 
other Alberta exhibits for the Royal 
Wjnter Fair at Toronto, stated Pro¬ 
fessor W. L. Carlyle, manager of the 
E P ranch, on Monday.- Mr. Carlyle 
does not expect to leave until about 
November 16. The Percheron entries 
will include a stallion and a mare. 
In addition to King of the Fairies, 
the big white Shorthorn bull, Mr. 
Carlyle will send a yearling fat 
steer, a yearling heifer and a bull 
and heifer calf, all purebred Short¬ 
horns.
